Reciprocity, or trade isolation and loss of our export trade, is now the 
most important issue before the American people 
The principal nations 
of Europe threaten to exclude the products of other countries by prohibi­ 
tory and discriminative duties, unless they consent to trade treaties which 
will permit an exchange of certain products, subject to moderate and non­ 
restrictive rates of duty. 
Leading commercial bodies throughout the United States are striving 
hard to avert that calamity, by influencing senators to favor a policy of 
reciprocity 
For that purpose they have appealed to business interests and 
citizens generally to write their senators, urging them to cooperate with 
the administration in the negotiation and ratification of reciprocity 
trea­ 
ties. 
Reciprocity treaties are especially desirable in the case of such impor­ 
tant markets as Germany, France and Canada, and numerous South Amer­ 
ican nations, whereby markets already of importance and likely to be­ 
come vast consumers in the near future would be more accessible to our 
manufacturers. 
In the case of Canada, reciprocity would be a double 
benefit. 
Our 
supplies of lumber are rapidly becoming depleted. 
If 
Canadian 
lumber 
were admitted free, it would greatly benefit the citizens of this country by 
making building cheaper. At no distant day. Northwestern Canada will 
become the seat of a great population, and a joint modification of the 
tariff laws of the two countries would give us command of that immense 
trade for our manufactured products. 
It is remarkable how widespread among people of all classes through­ 
out the country, and particularly among the agricultural and manufactur­ 
ing interests, the sentiment for recip rocal trade 
relations 
with 
foreign 
countries has become, but as, after all, the accomplishment of this 
pur­ 
pose rests with congress, the only effective way for the people to make 
their wishes known is for every merchant, manufacturer, and agricultu­ 
ralist to write personally to his representative in congress, expressing his 
views and desires in this matter.
